GENERAL OBSERVATIONS: 


The sentencing in this case can be expected to be a deterrent to 
others for engaging in espionage or as an inducement to others who have 
engaged in espionage to cooperate with the Government. 

R EC OMME ND AT IONS : 



Julius Rosenberg - death sentence. 

He recruited his brother-in-law and several others into 
active war-time Russian espionage. He undoubtedly possesses 
information which would be of interest to us; however, he took 
the stand in his own defense and has obviously perjured himself 
so that any information he might furnish in the future he would 
never be able to testify to on the stand without having his 
testimony pretty well discredited.

Although the evidence was not too great on Sobell, it was 
sufficient for the jury to convict him. He has not cooperated 
with the Government and has undoubtedly furnished highly 
classified information to the Russians although we cannot 
prove it.
